HYDE PARK, N. Y., Nov. 
(AP).—President Roosevelt drew 
the curtain on his fourth-term 
campaign today with a speaking 
tour among his neighbors in New 
York's Hudson valley. Meanwhile, 


his Republican opponent, Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey, was resting in 
Albany. 

Roosevelt will make his _ final 
campaign radio appearance in a 
15-minute speech on a Democratic 
National Committee broadcast 
some time between 9 and 10 p. m. 
St. Louis war time. The program 
will be carried by the four major 
networks. 

Dewey will speak on the four 
major networks from 10 to 10:15 
o'clock St. Louis war time. 

“Still Going Strong.” 

The President told a crowd at 
Beacon today, “I’m back again 
folks, still] going strong.” 

Riding with the President was 
Secretary of the Treasury Morgen- 
thau, one of his Dutchess County 
neighbors. 

At Wappinger Falls the Presi- 
dent said he did not know how 
Dutchess County will vote tomor- 


row, “but I hope I am not going)

Dutchess, the President’s home 
county, went Republican four 
years ago. 

The President expressed confi- 
dence of his own re-election at 
almost every stop.

'The Fortune Survey of Public 
Opinion gives President Roosevelt 
53.6 per cent of the popular vote 
as compared with Gov. Thomas 
E, Dewey's 46.4 per cent. These 
figures were compiled from an-. 
'swers to “attitude questions.” <A 
secret ballot poll conducted by the 
survey gave the President 52.5 
per cent and Dewey 47.5 per cent. 

Emil Hurja, associate publisher 
of Pathfinder magazine, who has 
‘been identified with Republican 
political activity this year, said a 
| poll which he supervised in 28 
‘counties in 15 states indicated 
'Dewey’s election by an electoral 
_ vote of 364 to 167, with Dewey 
getting 52 per cent of the popular 
vote. 
| Two polls were unchanged 
from previous announcements. The 
‘Crossley poll gave the President 
52 per cent of the major party 
ivote. A Newsweek magazine sur- 
vey listed 249 electoral votes for 
‘Roosevelt and 247 for Dewey — 
Pennsylvania, listed as undecided, 
| was not included. 

The final Gallup poll, released 
today, gives Roosevelt 51.5 per 
‘cent and Dewey 48.5 per cent of 
'the civilian popular vote, Gal- 
‘lup’s 48 individual state surveys 
'show 18 states with 165 electoral 
votes sure for Roosevelt and 10 
states with 85 electoral votes sure 
for Dewey. The remaining 20 
states, with 281 electoral votes, 
are classed as “pivotal states” in 
which neither candidate leads by 
more than 3 per cent. 
| Gallup says that “adding the 
pivotal states which show Roose- 
velt with a slight edge to his 165 
| sure electoral votes gives him 292 
| electoral votes to 239 for Dewey 
‘on the same basis. Dewey's hope 
for victory lies in his ability to 
'win 200 electoral votes in these 20 
states. Roosevelt could make a 
sweep in electoral votes by getting

Based on percentage of quota,

Krueger’s artillery is raking the 
highway in this area and is in 
position to break up enemy motor 
convoys and tank movements. 

Pinamopoan, strategic commu-

GERMANS SUFFER 
SERIOUS DEFEAT: 
NO GUNS LEFT ON 
ANTWERP SEAWAY 


Enemy Losses in Two 
Weeks in West Hol- 
land Put at 65,000— 
Yanks Pushed Out of 


Vossenack in Germany.

LONDON, Nov. 6 (AP).—Field 
Marshal Gen. Walther von Model 
drew his battered Fifteenth Ger- 
man Army back over the lower 
Maas (Meuse) River at Moerdijk 
in Holland today, leaving the Al- 
lies in possession of all but one 
short stretch of the south bank 
from the sea inland for 50 miles. 

The withdrawal all but conclud- 
ed the Allies’ two-week campaign 
in west Holland, in which, a Brit- 
ish officer said, half of the Ger- 


man Fifteenth Army has been put 
out of action, 

The Germans have blown up 
half of the great Moerdijk high- 
way bridge at the mouth of the 
Maas, %6 miles south of Rotter- 
dam, blasting it span by span 
from the south bank to mid- 
stream. An adjacent railroad 
bridge already had been destroyed 
by Allied aircraft. The bridges are 
among the longest in Europe. 

*, Aachen Sector. 

On the American First Army 
front southeast of Aachen, Ger- 
man tngops drove the Yanks out 
of Vossenack at the eastern edge 
of the Hurtgen forest, but later 
today the Americans went over to 
the attack again and pushed back 
into the center of the teown. 

Despite a spectacuiar American 
air attack which set fire to acres 
of forest and rained fire bombs on 
German armor, the enemy held 
the village of Schmidt, two miles 
northeast of Vossenack. 

A front report said the Germans 
sent crack troops into three at- 
tacks today in the Schmi.u- area 
and supported them with consid- 
erable numbers of planes. 


Arnhem Attack Reported. 


The Berlin radio reported that 
Field Marshal Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery had launched a new 
attack in the Arnhem area of Hol- 
land and had again landed para- 
chute troops behind the Arnhem 
bridge across ‘the Neder Rhine, 
where a previous British air- 
borne operation had ended in fail- 
ure. The Germans said all the 
parachutists were killed or cap- 
tured. There was no Allied con- 
firmation of any part of this re- 
port and the German high com- 
mand communique made no men- 
tion of any action at Arnhem,

WASHINGTON, Nov. 6 (AP).— 
Sledgehammer blows of the giant 
B-29 Superfortresses have struck 
at another vital spot of Japan’s 


war acquired territory—the great 
naval base of Singapore. 

In the longest daylight flight 
ever made by military planes, the 
giant bombers of the Twentieth 
Air Force, based in India, hit at 
the former bulwark of British sea 
power on the tip of the Malay 
peninsula, wrested from Britain 
by Japan early in 1942. 

A communique said the raid 
was in “substantial force” and de- 
scribed results as “good to excel- 
lent.” 

Refinery Also Hit. 

Superfortresses from India bases 
also struck heavily at the Pang- 
kalan-Bradon oil refinery on the 
north coast of Sumatra, 400 miles 
northwest of Singapore. 

No B-29s were reported lost in 
either strike. 

A Tokyo broadcast said one 
B-29 was shot down and another 
damaged in the raid on Pang- 
kalan-Brandon. It said “no dam- 
age was incurred on our side.” 

“Three B-29s appeared over 
Pangkalan-Brandon on the north- 
eastern coast of Sumatra Sunday 
morning,” the Japanese radio said, 
The broadcast was the first men- 
tion of the Pangkalan-Brandon 
raid by Tokyo. However, the To- 
kyo radio announced the Singa- 
pore raid four hours before the 
Twentieth Air Force made its an- 
nouncement in Washington. 

Yesterday’s Twentieth Air Force 
communique said nothing concern- 
ing Japanese radio reports of “ene- 
my planes” in unspecified num- 
bers scouting over the eastern sea- 
coast of the Japanese home island 
of Honshu, on which Tokyo is 
situated.

REDS IN SUBURBS 
ATTAGK BUDAPEST 
FROM TWO SIDES 


Tanks Reported Inside 
City—Nazis Claim Re- 
capture of Goldap in 
East Prussia. 


LONDON, Nov. 6 (AP).—Furi- 
ous fighting raged in the suburbs 
of Budapest today as large Rus- 
sian infantry forces joined ar- 
mored vanguards which had pene- 
trated the defenses of the Hun- 
garian capital from the north and 
south on the east side of the 


Danube River. 
The Germans said they had re- 
captured the East Prussian rail 


‘town of Goldap, 19 miles inside 


the border, after surrounding the 
place. Moscow at midnight re- 
ported that repeated Nazi tank 
and infantry counterattacks were 
beaten off north and south of 
Goldap. 

The Germans said also that a 
counterattack had started south 
of Budapest and that the city was 
mot yet under a major Russian 
assault. They reported the Soviet 
forces were being regrouped and 
reinforced for the final attempt. 


Battle for Bridgehead. 

The Berlin radio announced 
early today that Soviet tanks had 
crashed into the southern metro- 
politan limits, only two miles from 
the heart of the city. A Bucharest 
broadcast said other Red Army 
units, racing around the eastern 
edge of the capital, stormed the 
northern suburbs through Ujpest. 

At the same time Russian troops 
threatened to gain a bridgehead 
across the eastern fork of the 
Danube, just south of Budapest, 
and cross on to narrow Csepel 
Island which divides the river into 
two arms for 30 miles southward. 
Hungarian reports quoted by Bu- 
charest indicated the bulk of the 
German forces already were flee- 
ing across the Danube to Buda, 
western part of the city. 

The Danube bridgehead, pre- 
sumably sought in the vicinity of 
the captured town of Taksony,

LONDON, Nov. 6 (AP).—Gere 
many is “on the verge of catas- 
trophe,” Premier Stalin declared 
tonight in an address in which he 
said Russia, the United States and 
Great Britian have “made plans 
for a secure peace.” 

“It is not enough to win the 
war but we must make any future 
war impossible,’” Stalin said. 

Before a Moscow celebration on 
the eve of the twgnty-seventh an« 
niversary of the’ Russian revolu- 
tion, he hailed the invasion of 
France as the operation which en- 
abled the Red Army to drive the 
Germans from Russian soil and 
declared that 120 German divi- 


sions had been destroyed during 
the year in the East. 


Organization for Peace. 


In a 42-minute address, which 
was broadcast by the Moscow ra- 
dio and recorded by the Soviet 
monitor, Stalin proclaimed: 

“The United Nations face un- 
doubted victory. But a firm peace 
is not yet secured. New wars 
must be made impossible. 

“The only way is to create a 
special organization of the United 
Nations to preserve peace and se- 
curity, give it armed forces and 
make it responsible to apply them 
immediately to avert or suppress 
aggression. 

“This is not like the League of 
Nations, without resources or 
powers, but will be a new, armed 
forganization to avert new wars. 
It will be effective if the great 
powers which bore the brunt of 
the war continue to work unani- 
mously and in concord—and only 
so.” 

Coalition “Vital for All.” 

“The alliance of Russia, the 
United States and Great Britain ig 
vitally important for all,” Stalin 
said. 

“If it has stood so far the 
stronger will it be at this final 
stage of the war. 

“The firm front of the Allied 
nations has made plans for a se 
cure peace. Some people speak of 
discord. There are differences of 
opinion. ... The amazing thing 
is not that differences exist, but 
how small they are and how well 
they are solved peacefully.

SIXTH ARMY GROUP IN 
FRANCE, Nov. 6 (AP).—A “lost 
battalion” of 270 men of the Sev- 
enth Army, which was cut off by 
the Germans for a week in the 
St. Die area, was relieved by Jap- 
anese-American troops who fought 
brilliantly in Italy, it was dis- 
closed today. 

The battalion was of the 14l1st 
Regiment of the Thirty-sixth Di-

During the week they were iso- 
lated the doughboys huddled in 
cold foxholes and fought off nu- 
merous German attacks but ap- 
parently the enemy did not realize 
the desperate plight of the Amer- 
icans because they made only one 
determined assault and that on 
the last day just before rescuers 
reached the unit. 

Food Fired Into Area. 

After the men had been five 
days without food, Col. George 
Lynch, Orlando, Fla., ordered an 
artillery battery to fire rations 
into the area. 

“We just crouched tn ur fox- 
holes and sweated out tHe ‘attack’ 


said Lt. Martin Higgins of Jersey 
City, N. J. “Those shells may have 
had chocolate in them, but they 
could have killed you when they 
landed.” 

Afier several failures due to bad 
weather, Thunderbolt pilots finally 
parachuted food and water to the 
men on Oct. 28. The next day they 
dropped medical supplies, plasma 
and ammunition. 

One pilot dopped food right on 
the target and Sgt. James McLi- 
mdre, Owensboro, Ky., said, “We 
were all shouting. Give that guy a 
Congressional Medal.” 

The men “almost cried when the 
planes came over and dropped 
food,” said Sgt. William Bandork 
of Scranton, Pa. 

Lt, Gordon Nelson, Dedham, 
Mass., said,/“I’m still trying to 
figure out why they didn’t come 
and get us. The Germans had us 
if they but knew it.” 


Tried to Fight Way Out. 

The battalion tried to fight its 
way out on Oct. 25, but enemy 
mines and machine guns forced 
them to drop back to their dug-in 
positions after an advance of 1000 
yards, 

The only link with the rest of 
the Seventh Army the men had 
was a radio operated by Lt. Erwin 
Blonder, Cleveland, O., which kept 
working the entire time on bat- 
teries supposed to last only two 
days.

A two-alarm fire in a storeroom

HREE nationally known political writers, each aided by local 
correspondents for his newspaper and by political colleagues 
throughout the country, have made their final predictions for 
The consensus of their views is that Roose- 


velt and Truman probably will win and that Dewey and Bricker 
could win if they got all the breaks. 


Arthur Krock, head of the 
Washington Bureau of the New 
York Times, writing in yesterday’s 
Times, made the most definite 
forecast by giving Roosevelt 332 
“certain” and “probable” electoral 
votes, and Dewey 199 “certain” 
and “probable.” Krock’s predic- 
tion was based on the composite 
opinion of 56 political writers in 
the 48 states. Of the 176 votes 
“certain” for Roosevelt, he includ- 
ed Kentucky and Delaware; of the 
156 “probable,” he included New 
York, Pennsylvania, Massachu- 
setts, Connecticut and Oklahoma. 

There are 531 votes in the elec- 
toral college, one vote for each 
Senator and Representative. The 
necessary majority for a candi- 
date is 266 votes. By Krock’s fore- 
cast, Roosevelt would have 66 
votes over a majority and a plu- 
rality of 133 over Dewey. 

Lists Missouri for Dewey. 

In the 147 votes “certain” for 
Dewey, Krock included Illinois 
and Missouri, and of the 52 “prob- 
able” he listed Michigan, Minne- 
sota, Oregon and New Jersey. 

The New York Times writer 
forecast that the Republicans 
would gain six to eight seats in 
the Senate, not enough to give 
them control, but would win 11 
additional seats in the House to 
give them a majority of five over 
the Democrats and minor party 
members, 

James A. Hagerty, veteran state 
political writer for the New York 
Times, gave Roosevelt a “slightly 
better chance” to win New York’s 
47 electoral votes than Dewey. 
Hagerty said that the “most like- 
ly” possibility was that Roosevelt 
would win the state by less than 
100,000, perhaps by about 75,000. 
Other possibilities listed were a 
Dewey victory by not more than 
50,000, and a Roosevelt victory be- 
tween 100,000 and 200,000, 


Daily News Poll. 

The New York Daily News, in 
its final poll count today, had the 
New York State race a virtual tie 
with Dewey credited with 50.9 per 
cent of the civilian vote and 
Roosevelt 49.1 per cent. Applied 
to the 1940 vote, this would give 
Dewey a civilian plurality of 100- 
000, the paper said. The News 
cautioned that New York’s esti- 
mated 400,000 soldier vote had not 
been included in its computations. 
Hagerty’s prediction took this sol- 
dier vote into account. 

Gould Lincoln, national political 
writer for the Washington Star, 
in his compiiation yesterday gave 
Roosevelt 228 “certain” and “prob- 
able” electoral votes to Dewey’s 
213 “certain” and probable.” He 
listed as “doubtful” and did not 
assign to either candidate New 
York’s 47 votes, Pennsylvania’s 35 
and Connecticut’s 8, a total of 90. 
‘Among the “probable” Roosevelt 
atates he listed Massachusetts, 
Oklahoma and Maryland; the 
“probables” for Dewey included 
New Jersey, Minnesota, Illinois, 
Missouri and West Virginia. 

The Washington Star writer as- 
gerted that the House would go 
Republican only if Dewey is elect- 
ed. He thought the Republicans 
would gain Senate seats from Mis- 
gouri, Illinois, Iowa, New Jersey, 
New York and Idaho, and he 
pointed out that the Republicans 
might lose seats in North Dakota 
(Nye) and Connecticut (Danaher). 
Chicago Tribune Prediciton. 

Arthur Sears Henning, head of 
the Washington Bureau of the 
Chicago Tribune, who said two 
weeks ago that it was “not un- 
likely” that Dewey would get 298 
electoral votes to Roosevelt's 233, 
wrote yesterday that the 98 elec- 
toral votes of New York, Penn- 
sylvania and Massachusetts were 
in doubt. Of the remainder he 
assigned 218 votes to Dewey, 215 
to Roosevelt. Among the Dewey 
states he included Missouri, Iilli- 
nois, Maryland and Minnesota. 
Among the Roosevelt states he 
listed Oklahoma. 

Henning said that it was the 
“expectation” that the soldier 
vote would divide about the same 
as the civilian vote.

Every Vote May Count 


Tomorrow's vote in Missouri is expected by 
poll-takers and political observers alike to be 
among the closest in the Union. 

After many fluctuations, the Gallup poll now 
gives Dewey 51 per cent of the votes, and 
the Crossley poll gives Roosevelt 51 per cent. 
Allowing for the normal margin of error and 
last-minute change, usually around 4 per cent, 
the 51 per cent figures mean that no definite 
prediction can be made. 

The Newsweek survey, based on opinions of 
a panel of newspaper political writers, first 
listed Missouri as “doubtful but probably Demo- 
cratic,” then as a toss-up, and now as “doubtful 
but probably Republican.” 

Spokesmen for both parties have been claim- 
ing the State, but neither side with any as- 
surance or enthusiasm. “It is doubtful that any 
of the leaders have any real confidence,” said 
Curtis A. Betts, State political correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch, in a survey a few days 
ago. This gs in striking contrast with former 
years, when the trend was obvious to close 
observers long before the election. 

All these indications of an unusually close 
outcome ought to be a convincing reason for 
every eligible Missourian to exercise his right 
of franchise tomorrow. 

Practically every vater has by this time picked 
out the candidates he prefers. According to the 
polls and the opinions, every vote is likely to 
count in this election. The citizen will surely 
want the satisfaction of helping his favorites 
win, and will realize the need of contributing 
his own vote toward victory. 

Apart from the partisan aspect, there is that 
of citizenship. The President was not talking 
as a partisan when he said, in his address of 
Oct. 6: 


The administration which must cope with 
the difficult problems of winning the war, 
and of peace and reconstruction, should be 
chosen by a clear majority of all the people 
and not a part of the people. 


If our Government is to be truly represent- 
ative, broader participation in its elections for 
office is essential. As it is, more than one- 
third of the eligible voters, some 30,000,000, 
do not go to the polls. This sizable bloc of 
Americans could change the outcome of virtually 
every election. And certainly its members have 
no logical ground for complaint if the elected 
candidates prove not to meet their expectations 
or wishes when they get into office. 

The stay-at-home voter this year will not 
have the excuse that “It’s in the bag anyway” 
or “There’s no chance for my candidate.” From 
the presidency on through the United States 
Senate race and the governorship, and in most 
of the lesser offices, the outcome is in doubt 
even among those who make a business of 
watching the election trends. There,is even the 
possibility that, if the presidential race over 
the nation is as close as some of the polls 
indicate, this State’s electoral vote will decide 


between Roosevelt and Dewey. 


In every election; the argument of civic 
responsibility is used in an effort to bring out 
a large vote. It has not been wholly successful, 
for in 1940 only 62% per cent of eligible voters 
went to the polls. 

This year, the issues confronting the voters 
are more crucial than for years before, so far 
as the prospects for a lasting world peace and 
sound recovery at home are concerned. There 
is the additional fact, in such a pivotal State 
as Missouri, that every individual vote takes 
on an importance it never had in the days 
when landslides were the prediction,

The Case for Co-Operatives 

“I know of no better answer to this monopoly 
problem than the consumer co-operatives,” Thur- 
man Arnold, No. 1 monopoly expert, told the re- 
cent Congress of the Co-operative League, 
U. S. A. The particulars were given in yester- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. 

The words are more than a ceremonial bow 
of a public servant to a group of people who 
may wield political power. Indeed, Judge Ar- 
nold might have gone further. If the consumer 
co-operative movement ever grew large enough 
in the United States, it would be the regulator 
of a cumulatively deadly form of competition 
that is able to set prices for maximum quick 
profit in disregard of the long-run public stake 
in full employment, production and distribution. 

The co-operative movement, in contrast with 
government ownership or dictation, is people 
organizing—just as a private corporation is or- 
ganized—to do a job for themselves, In a true 
sense of the word, co-operatives are another 
form of free enterprise. To the extent that they 
play a part in the regulatory field by compet- 
ing with business enterprise, they obviate the 
need for adding to the ponderous regulatory 
mechanism of rules, regulations, boards and 
commissions. 

Though experience in Sweden indicates that 
co-operatives and private corporations can live 
very comfortably together, it may be too soon 
to ask American opponents of the movement to 


itself. 
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quiet their misgivings about its spread. Never- 
theless, the better counsel would seem to be 
that the way to hold the growth in bounds is 
to compete, to offer bargains as good as the 
co-ops can offer. 
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Lessons in TVA’ 8 ; apbelinies 

“You can judge by works,” David E. Lilienthal 
has advised the people of the Missouri Valley— 
the works of the TVA. It is an important sug- 
gestion and one we should heed. 

TVA’s record of experience, its chairman 
pointed out in his address at Bismarck, N. D., 
can be a pearl of great price to the Missouri 
Valley, and at no time more so than now, as the 
people study the merits of an MVA and weigh 
the objections being raised to one big plan for 
one big river. Nearfy every one of the objec- 
tions was hurled at TVA while it was still on 
the drafting board, and every one dissolved into 
the dust of a dead issue as the Authority car- 
ried out its great creative job. Mr. Lilienthal 
cited the principal hobgoblins which time and 
the river laid to rest. 

One was the invasion of states’ rights, al- 
though, as the chairman said, “in 11 years TVA 
has not taken one single power of the states.” 
Some said TVA would be a “superstate’’—but 
in fact it has no power to compel anyone to do 
anything (save such land condemnation powers 
as railroads and private utilities possess). Others 
professed to fear it would dry up local initiative 
and frustrate local government—but, being in 
the valley, it was close to the people and more 
responsive than agencies officed in Washington. 

Fears that TVA would be “irresponsible” to 
Congress have proved groundless, for its annual 
reports are noted for their revelation rather than 
concealment and the Comptroller General of the 
United States maintains a continuous audit of its 
accounts. It was attacked because “politics” would 
control it, but it has never made a political ap- 
pointment, or taken care of any down-at-the- 
heels henchman of Capitol Hill. 

Again, some insisted that the sole purpose was 
public power, and the navigation improvement 
provisions of the Norris Act were just “come- 
on” arguments to deceive the people. Last year, 
the Tennessee and tributaries carried 206,- 
000,000 ton-miles of traffic. 

While these ghosts were being laid, TVA did 
its real job, of revitalizing that great valley. This 
it did because the men who manage TVA con- 
sider themselves responsible “to all parts of the 
valley, and to every human being and human 
interest in the valley.” It is a consummation 
to give hope and courage to us of the Missouri 
Valley as we contemplate the rich rewards await- 
ing our choice.

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The Glory That Is Greece 


Greece is free again. Where democracy was 
born to the world, despotism has succumbed, as 
it always must, to the will of free men to whom 
life and liberty are one thing. After three and 
a half years of murderous thralldom, Greece has 
emerged to a new and terrible glory. 

The glory that is Greece is terrible because 
it has been won at a cost barely less than life 
A half-million Greeks have died, thou- 
sands of them of starvation, So rapaciously 
have the Nazis plundered the Greek state and 
people that the paper drachma—worth two-thirds 
of a cent in 1940 and one-millionth of a cent now 
-—~- blows like yesterday’s newspapers in the 
streets of Athens. 

Shall Greece ever go back to the dictatorship 
it knew under the cynical Metaxas and the eom- 
placent King George? It is our solemn duty 
to see that the will of the people rules, instead. 
And what can we do? 

In Greece, UNRRA will attempt its first major 
operation. We can see that it is supplied with 
the urgent needs: medical supplies, shoes and 
clothing, presses to extract oil from olives, and 
bread. With lend-lease we can help the stricken 
economy of Greece to begin to function on its 
own again. 

Greece, haggard in honor, has risen. It is 
swept clean of the invader, but it is still occu- 
pied by the want of its people, the insufficiency 
of its economy. Until those evils have been 
cleansed away also, the United States and the 
United Nations dare not look on their duty to 
Greece as accomplished, 
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The Japanese announce the shift of three 
Admirals. Finding smaller commanders to fit 
the new post-Philippine fleet, no doubt. 
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A Non-Essential Ballot 


As Missouri voters make their final election 
decisions today, there is one item, the consti- 
tutional amendments, on which they need spend 
little time. The two proposals have already been 
swamped by the rush of events. 

The first, on investment of school funds, pro- 
poses a sound reform, but the new Constitution, 
to be voted on next spring, does a better job 
of ending an old abuse. If the Constitution is 
adopted, as now seems likely, it will wipe out 
this amendment to the old charter. The second 
item, for a unicameral Legislature, has been 
abandoned by its sponsors, but could not be re- 
moved from the ballot. The new Constitution, 
like the present one, calls for a two-chamber 
Assembly, and the campaign for the unicameral 
plan has wisely been suspended until later. 

Votes for the two proposals will be largely 
meaningless.

Nothing appears more plausible at first 
sight, nor more ill-founded upon close in- 
spection, than a scheme which has had 
some respectable advocates-—-I mean that 
of continuing the chief magistrate in office 
for a certain time, and then excluding him 
from it, either for a limited period or for- 
ever after, This exclusion, whether tem- 
porary or perpetual, would have nearly 
the same effects, and these effects would 
be for the most part rather pernicious than 
salutary. 

One ill effect of the exclusion would be 
a diminution of the inducements to good 
behavior, There are few men who would 
not feel much less zeal in the discharge of 
a duty, when they were conscious that 
the advantages of the station with which 
it was connected must be relinquished at 
a determinate period, than when they were 
permitted to entertain a hope of obtaining, 
by meriting, a continuance of them. 


Many II] Effects Cited 


An ambitious man, too, when he found 
himself seated on the summit of his coun- 
try’s honors, when he looked forward to 
the time at which he must descend from 
the exalted eminence forever,.and reflect- 
ed that no exertion of merit on his part 
could save him from the unwelcome re- 
verse; such a man, in such a situation, 
would be much more violently tempted to 
embrace a favorable conjuncture for at- 
tempting the prolongation of his power, at 
every personal hazard, than if he had the 
probability of answering the same end by 
doing his duty. 

A third ill effect of the exclusion would 
be, the depriving the community of the ad- 
vantage of the experience gained by the 
chief magistrate in the exercise of his of- 
fice. That experience is the parent of wis- 
dom, is an adage the truth of which is rec- 
ognized by the wisest as well as the sim- 
plest of mankind. What more desirable 
or more essential than this quality in the 
governors of nations? Where more desir- 
able or more essential than in the first 
magistration of a nation? 

Can it be considered wise to put this 
desirable and essential quality under the 
ban of the Constitution, and to declare 
that the moment it is acquired, its pos- 
sessor shall be compelled to abandon the 
atation in which it was acquired, and to 
which it is adapted? This, nevertheless, 
is the precise import of all those regula- 
tions which exclude men from serving their 


country, by the choice of their fellow-citi- 
zens, after they have by a course of service 
fitted themselves for doing it with a great- 
er degree of utility. 

A fourth ill effect of the exclusion would 
be the banishing of men from stations in 
which, in certain emergencies of the state, 
their presence might be of the greatest mo- 
ment to the public interest or safety. There 
is -no nation which has not, at one period 
or another, experienced an absolute neces- 
sity of the services of particular men in 
particular situations; perhaps it would not 
be too strong to say, to the preservation of 
its political existence. 


How unwise, therefore, must be every 
such self-denying ordinance as serves to 
prohibit a nation from making use of its 
own citizens in the manner best suited to 
its exigencies and circumstances. 


Without supposing the personal essen- 
tiality of the man, it is evident that a 
change of the chief magistrate, at the 
breaking out of a war, or at any similar 
crisis, for another, even of equal merit, 
would at all times be detrimental to the 
community, inasmuch ag it would substi- 
tute inexperience to experience, and would 
tend to unhinge and set afloat the already 
settled train of the administration, 


It Would Interdict Stability 


A fifth ill effect of the exclusion would 
be that it would operate as a constitution- 
al interdiction of stability in the adminis- 
tration, By necessitating a change of men, 
in the first office of the nation, it would 
necessitate a mutability of measures. It 
is not generally to be expected that men 
will vary and measures remain uniform, 
The contrary is the usual course of things, 


We need not be apprehensive that there 
will be too much stability while there is 
even the option of changing; nor need we 
desire to prohibit the people from continu- 
ing their confidence where they think it 
may be safely placed, and where, by con- 
stancy on their part, they may obviate the 
fatal inconveniences of fluctuating councils 
and a variable policy. 

There is an excess of refinement in the 
idea of disabling the people to continue in 
office men who had entitled themselves, 
in their opinion, to approbation and confi- 
dence; the advantages of which are at best 
speculative and equivocal, and are over- 
balanced by disadvantages far more cer- 
tain and decisive,

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A More Lucid Aldous Huxley 
Ils a Writer With a Purpose 


“Time Must Have a Stop,” by Aldous Huxiey (Haz- 
per & Bros., New York.) 


At last Aldous Huxley, who has skipped 
nimbly about in a field of satire and cyn- 
icism, has learned that the creatures who 
share existence on this planet with him 
are more to be pitied than scorned, From 
a flippant, slightly acrobatic young writer 
who was amused at life because he felt 
himself no part of it, he hag become a 

serious thinker, willing to accept the role 
of his brother's keeper. 

Once a genre writer only, he is now a 
genre writer with a purpose so deep that 
it may escape the casual reader. Huxley 
must now strip beliefs of the trappings 
which made them disappear into a nebulous 
hocus-pocus and let them stand in the 
clear light of a spiritual appraisal. 

At 17, Sebastian Barnack wag too clever, 
too beautiful and too unhappy to achieve 
integration or distinction as a mature per- 
son. Circumstances snatched Uncle Eus- 
tace, the exquisite, out of life when he had 
completed, thanks to his wife's money, a 
brief circle which began with zest and 
ended suddenly with satiety. The same cir- 
cumstances shunted Sebastian into another 
eircle which caught in its slow round the 
philosopher Bruno, Oxford, the war and the 
loss of a hand, and closed with the redis- 
eovery of Bruno and a spiritual renascence, 


This story is the prologue for the epl- 
logue in which Huxley expounds some of 
his newly formulated beliefs. He has gone 
into the silences and has returned with an 
indictment of our times and teachings. He 
has pointed out the inadequacy of those in 
whose hands lies the molding of young 
ideas. It is only blind chance which makes 
it possible for Sebastian to save his life 
from wreckage after his stupid and selfish 
elders had seemingly conspired against him. 

Huxley has done an about-face in this 
latest volume which hag carried him a 
long way from “Crome Yellow,” with its 
not too gentle satire on the earnest young 
man at Oxford. There is something lucid 
about his thinking now. It is bound up 
with star silences, remote and perhaps too 
cold for earthbound appreciation.

Capt. Alfred Bulltop Stormalong, who 
helped George Washington win the Revo- 
lution, had a frigate so big that it took 33 
‘seamen to manage the wheel. Mike Fink, 
king of the keelboatmen, could turn a boat 
around on a dime, float her on a drop of 
dew, and outrun, out-shoot, out-brag and 
out-fight any man on the rivers from Pitts- 
burgh to New Orleans.

RABBI WISE SAYS 
DEWEY AIDS INJECT 
RACIAL PREJUDICE 


Calls Truman ‘Daring Man’ 
and Says Rift With Walsh 


Is Trivial. 


BOSTON, Nov. 6 (AP).—Dr. 
Stephen S. Wise, New York rabbi, 
last night declared that politicians 
behind Gov. Thomas E. Dewey 
“have introduced racial prejudice 
into the campaign, a_ technique 
used by the Nazis,” : 

“Their attacks against Sidney 
Hillman often carry with them 
implied attacks against the Jews,” 
Dr. Wise said in an address at the 
Ford Hall Forum. 


Dr. Wise told the group that 
Senator Harry S. Truman paid 
Senator David I. Walsh (Dem.), 
Massachusetts, “a magnificent 
compliment by imagining that he 


could be reformed as an isolation- 
ist.” Wise described Truman as a 
“daring man,” and called his rift 
with Walsh unimportant. “With so 
many important issues at stake 
this dispute should not affect a 
single vote in Massachusetts,” he 
declared. 

Dr. Wise said Gov. Dewey was 
a promising young man and that 
“I would vote for him for district 
attorney, but I have no faith in 
Dewey’s ability to build a just 
peace.”

6 (AP).—Dr. Alexis 
Carrel, 71 years old, surgeon, biolo- 
gist and Nobel prize winner who 
was associated with Charles A. 


Lindbergh in the invention of a 
mechanical heart, died yesterday.

Friends reported Carrel was a ee ER SS PR : 
<j grieved over accusations made 
against him after France's libera- 
tion. They said the Carrel Foun- 
dation was an organization in 
which he dreamed of laying, with 
200 colleagues, the groundwork 
for the development of a superior 
type of human being along lines 
indicated in his book, “Man the 
Unknown.” 

Born at  Sainte-Foy-Les-Lyon, 
France, on June 28, 1873, Carrel 
came to the United States in 1905 
and engaged in research at the 
‘University. of Chicago for a year. 
He was connected with the Rocke- 
feller Institute for Medical Re- 
‘search in New York from 1906 to 
1939. 

In 1912 he won the Nobel prize 
in medicine for his discovery of a 
technique for suturing blood ves- 
sels and for his success in trans- 
plantation of organs. The Carrel- 
Dakin antiseptic solution which he 
helped develop during the World 
War I was credited with saving 
the lives of hundreds of wounded 
soldiers and avoiding thousands of 
amptuations. 

In 1935 Carrel and Lindbergh 
announced the development of a 
mechanical heart, in which the 
heart, kidney or glands from an 
animal could. be kept alive for 
study in glass chambers, supplied 
by circulaton of articifial blood. 
An artificial lung supplied a mix- 
ture of oxygen, carbon dioxide and 
nitrogen.

Soft Sugar Cookies. 

Two and one-half cups sifted 
flour, two and one-half teaspoons 
baking powder, one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
nutmeg, three-fourths cup sugar, 
one-half cup shortening, one egg, 
beaten, one-half cup sour milk, 
Sift flour, measure and resift with 
baking powder, salt and nutmeg. 
Cream sugar and shortening. Add 
egg and beat well. Add a small 
amount of flour and beat well. 
Add milk and remaining floor and 
not a smidgin more, mixing to 
form a soft dough that is not 
sticky, but easily handled for roll- 
ing when the dough is thoroughly 
chilled. Chill dough in refrigera- 
tor for several hours. Roll to 
about one-fourth inch thick. Bake 
at 400 degrees F. for about 12 
minutes, or untildone. Makes three 
dozen cookies, three inches in 
diameter.

You do not say that you

It takes all kinds of men to make up our fighting 
forces just as it takes all kinds to make up the civilian pop- 
ulation. So--watch your step. Date instead, lads in the service 
and out of it, whom you meet through friends, through your 
ehurch and in other legitimate and trustworthy ways. 
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Dear Martha Carr; 

I AM A GIRL of 25 and have been married 18 months, 
Each month I think I'll get more systematic, manage to be 
more interested in household duties, but I am no nearer getting 
things done than in the beginning. I always worked in an 
office, and mother never made me help at home, so housework 
is a real chore to me, I can’t seem to work it out, can’t get 
interested in it. My house is never orderly like other people’s, 
there are still so many things undone by the end of each day 
that when I rise next morning and find myself already swamped 
I begin to feel what’s the use, and am simply sunk. You see 
we don’t live in a nice modern apartment, but in an old house 
my husband inherited from his mother. He inherited also an 
old uncle who lives with us. He's a darling, but he does make 
extra work. My husband refuses to move, says we're lucky 
we don’t have to pay rent. Housework tires me dreadfully, but 
my husband says wives belong at home and won't let me go 
back to nice, orderly office work for which I sigh. In every 
other way my marriage is happy. Can you tell me what I can 
do to make myself like housework? SNOWED UNDER, 


I can’t guarantee to make you actually like housework 
when you seem so thoroughly allergic to it. But 1 can suggest 
ways in which you will feel less swamped. First of all, don’t 
just sit and contemplate in despair all the things left undone 
yesterday, plus all to be done today. Get started and pitch in, 
just as soon as breakfast is over, Plan hardest work for the 
mornings when you are feeling fresh and rested, later in the 
day when you are a little weary, plan on doing the easier tasks, 
Plan your work, and allow yourself no distractions such as 
stopping floor-mop in hand, to finish that detective story you 
have noticed on the table or listen to some radio serial. Bet 
yourself a deadline, a definite hour for accomplishment, and 
work against time. In that way you won't be just “messing 
around” all day, and worn out. You will be through at a rea- 
sonable hour and can have some recreation. You will find shat 
if you will take the same attitude toward your housework 
as you took toward your job in an office, things will eventually 
resolve themselves into a pattern.

Diseases That 
Result From 


The Viruses

HE name “virus” in medicine 
7 is a fairly recent innovation. 

It was in 1935 that Stanley an- 
nounced that he thought the dis- 
ease called tobacco mosaic was 
due to a virus. Asked what a 
virus was he ‘said it was too 
small to see under the most pow- 
erful microscope, that while a 
virus acted like a bacterium in 
causing disease it had character- 
istics which were different from 
any germ, bacillus or bacterium 
known and he was not sure even 
that it was a living organism. 

Perhaps it was just a chemical 
on the borderline between living 
and non-living materials—a self- 
propagating enzyme. This last 
conception has been the most dif- 
ficult for the old fashioned biolo- 
gists to grasp, but it may be true, 

Viruses are certainly the small- 
est of living creatures if they are 
living. When the bacteriologist 
wants to sterilize a solution, the 
chemical nature of which would be 
destroyed by boiling, he passes it 
through a Berkefeld filter which 
is made of a kind of porcelain of 
diatomaceous earth. This will pass 
chemical solutions through, but no 
bacteria ever pass it. But viruses 
will pass through, so they have 
been called filterable viruses.

SOME IDEA of the size of vir- 
uses can be obtained by a com- 
parison made imaginatively by a 
distinguished scientist. We cannot 
see a red blood cell with the naked 
eye, but if a red blood cell were to 
be enlarged so that it was fifty- 
five feet in diameter and if leaned 
up against a three-story building 
it would reach to the roof, and if 
all other microscopic objects were 
to be enlarged in the same pro- 
portion a medium sized germ, say 
the bacillus of typhoid fever, 
would measure five feet across, 
The virus of smallpox would meas- 
ure fifteen inches, the virus of yel- 
low fever about two inches, and 
the virus of infantile paralysis 
about one inch. 

The diseases which the filter- 
able viruses cause are many. A 
great many diseases of domestic 
amnimals—foot and mouth disease, 
distemper, to name two, are as- 
cribed to them. The common 
human diseases considered to be 
due to viruses are smallpox, chick- 
en pox, measles, mumps, shingles, 
encephalitis, the common cold and 
infantile paralysis. Bacteriolo- 
gists labored for years with all 
their culture methods, micro- 
scopes and other instruments to 
trap the germs of these diseases, 
but none were ever found. The 
cause in each case was too small 
and elusive, 

So, also, we have no serums 
for these virus diseases. Also 
the sulfa drugs and penicillin, 
those wonder workers in other 
bacterial diseases, do not seem to 
do any good. 
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NOR, EXCEPT in the case of 
smallpox, do any of our ordinary 
methods of prevention work 
against them. And in smallpox 
we do not follow the procedure 
of obtaining antitoxin as we do 
in other cases where serums, vac- 
cines and antitoxins are available: 
we cannot culture the germ and 
kill it to make a vaccine, or 
inject it into an animal to create 
an antitoxin because there is no 
germ to be found. In the case of 
smallpox we must rely on the 
material produced by the grewth 
of the virus on living tissue—it 
used to be the cow, now it is the 
chick embryo. 

Nor do the ordinary public health 
measures of filtering water, dairy 
and food inspection, sewage dis- 
posal, etc., avail against the spread 
of the viruses. Our helplessness 
has been recently demonstrated 
again in this year’s epidemic of 
infantile paralysis, which ran its 
course uninfluenced by . public 
health control, 

But science has started to at- 
tack the virus diseases in earnest 
and we may hope for results in 
the near future.

South’s slam bid was aggres- 
sive, but he had an excellent hand 
and reason to hope that he would 
find an even more favorable hold- 
ing opposite him. 

West made the safe lead of the 
spade queen. Declarer drew the 
necessary one round of trumps, 
then, carefully discriminating be- 
tween the diamond and heart 
finesses, took the latter. When 
the queen held he cashed the heart 
ace, led to the spake king and 
ruffed dummy’s last heart, then 
re-entered dummy with a trump 
and returned a diamond. East 
automatically played the six, and 
declarer, not automatically but 
very deliberately, played the eight. 
West won with the ten, but any 
return he could make was bound 
to give South his contract. 

It should be observed that the 
taking of the diamond finesse be- 
fore cleaning up the heart situa- 
tion would have been fatal even 
if the diamond king had been on 
side, unlesa the heart king also 
waa in East's hand. The vital 
point was to strip hearts (and 
spades) from both hands before 
attempting to pass a diamond to 
West, and this required the prior 
taking of the heart finesse. 

It might also be observed that 
Fast could (and should!) have 
wrecked declarer’s fine play by 
putting in the diamond nine on 
the first lead of that suit!
